Altona Council will 


institute legal 


proceedings against the Australian 
Petrochemical Company Ltd. over smoke 
emitted by the company on April 22. 


The decision to institute 


proceedings, 


moved by Cr. 


Cc. W. Carlsson, was carried 
on the Mayor’s casting vote. 


The Mayor, Cr. P. A. Burns. 
also exercised his casting 
vote to defeat an amendment 
by. Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, calling 
for a legal opinion before 
instituting proceedings. 


Cr. D. K. Grant pointed ‘out 
the smoke occurred on “Earth 
Day'’ —_the day set aside 
in the U.S.A. for protests 
against environmental pollu- 
tion. 


The City Health Inspector 
tabled a report on the smoke, 
stating that six complaints 
had been lodged with Council 
and the black smoke had 
been observed by officers of 
his department. 


Supporting Cr. _Carlsson’s 
motion, Cr. P. J. Lynch said 
it was time Council took ac- 
10n. 


two petitions about nuisances 
caused by this company,” he 
said. ‘Frankly, I feel we 
have been wearing kid gloves 
too long — and now it's time 
to take them off.” 

Cr. Crofts said he was not 
underrating the expert advice 
of Council officers, but asked 
if a legal opinion should be 
obtained before legal pro- 
ceedings were instituted. 

“I feel this would be the 
most appropriate action,” he 


said. 

The Town Clerk, Mr. J. W. 
Waters, said obtaining a legal 
.opinion would be the safest 
procedure, but would also be 
most time consuming. 

He said previous actions by 
the Council had been model- 
Jed on earlier legal opinions. 

Cr. Crofts then asked Cr, 
Carlsson to change his mo- 
tion to seek a legal opinion. 
When this was refused he 
moved his amendment. 

Cr. Grant asked Cr. Crofts 
why he suggested this action. 
_ “I know the Clean Air Act 
is such that you can almost 
drive a horse and cart 
through it,” he said, “but I 
would be interested to know 
Cr, Crofts’ reasons.” 

Cr. Crofts said a Queen's 
Council would have to be re- 
tained to support the Coun- 
cil’s case. 

“This would be a consider- 
able expense,’ he said. “If 
we decide tonight to take this 
action, then we are later ad- 
vised that we are on thin ice, 
it would mean money, down 
the drain.

“This is a precautionary 
action, but it would put us 
on safer ground. .We would 
not be letting our ratepayers 
down, but we would be pro- 
tecting them.’ 


Cr. Grant said he knew it 
was difficult to win court ac- 
tion under the Clean Air Act, 
and could understand Cr. 
Crofts’ advice. 


“But I do concur with Cr. 
Lynch’s comments,” he said. 

Cr. Carlsson said he moved 
his motion with the Council's 
medical officer of health’s re- 
port to the last Council meet- 
ing in mind. . 


The Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. J. H. Leyden, 
said at the last meeting of 
Council that a number of 
people in Altona West were 
from respiratory 
complaints which had been 
attributed to ‘‘odours, vapors 
and gases emanating from 
the nearby Petrochemical 
complex.” 

“In view of that report I 
consider the matter urgent,” 
said Cr. Carlsson. 

“The Medical Officer of 
Health’s report referred to 


adaurs,”” Cr, Crofts pointed 
out. “This is a matter of 
smoke, so the report -has 


‘nothing to do with it.” 

| Cr. Carlsson’s motion was 
then carried. 

} Earlier in the meeting the 
‘Council received a letter from 
Mr. V. O. Dickie, Minister of 
Health, replying to Council’s 
complaints about air pollu- 
tion and noise arising from 
the Petrochemical Company. 

Mr. Dickie said _ officers 
from his department had seen 
the dark smoke emitted by 
the company on a number of 
occasions. 

“The Commission of Public 
Health has written to the 
Company drawing their atten- 
tion to this matter and a 
reply is now awaited,” he 
said. 

‘He said that if the Council 
did not wish to wait for the 
Health Department to take 
action on the company's 
reply, the Commission of 
Public Health had already 
delegated the administration 
of Clean Air Regulations to 
municipal councils. 

He added that the Local 
Government Act had been 
amended to give councils the 
power to make by-laws in re- 
spect of noise. 





“Your attention is drawn 
to the recent increase in 
height of the boiler chimneys 
at these works,’ Mr. Dickie 
continued. 

“This modification leads to 
very much lower ground con- 
centrations of pollutants. As 
the height of the stacks has 
been doubled, the ground con- 
centrations from this source 
will have been reduced to 
one-quarter of the previous 
value. 

“Odours from the plant 
will be markedly reduced 
when the company processes 
natural gas as their feedstock 
in lieu of their refinery pro- 
ducts. 

“You may rest assured that 
officers of my ° Department 
will continue io pursue these 
matters until a satisfactory 
solution is obained.” 

Council will inform Mr. 
Dickie of what had taken 
place since his letter was 
wrtiten earlier this month. 
Copies of letters relating to 
noise and air pollution will 
also be sent to him. 

“T think it is worthwhile 
giving him every detail of 
the problem so- he will be 
aware of the situation in AL 
tona,”” said Cr, Grant. 

Council decided to have a 
special meeting before its 
next general purposes com- 
mittee to decide what action 
it should take as a follow-up 
to notices it served on the 
Petrochemical Company al- 
lowing it 14 days to take all 
steps necessary to end the 
emission of offensive odours 
and excessive noise. 

Cr. Grant told Council the 
time allowed in_the notice 
would expire on Friday. 

Health inspectors were 
directed to make daliy inspec- 
tions of the complex after 
the time expired and to make 
reports of their finding to 
Council.

City Engineer, Mr. R. C.

“As much soil as is avail- 
able from he Council’s own 
works is being delivered to 
the rubbish tip for spreading 
over garbage and rubbish,”

ARMY’S 
EXPLOSIVE 
REPORT 


ITEM 7: A_ three-inch 
mortar recovered off Wil- 
fiomstown beach by a skin 
diver; ITEM 9: A hand gre- 
nade found on the Bendigo 
golf course; ITEM 11: 
Another hand grenode found 
in a shed on a farm at Wan- 
din North. 


These are all extracts 
from the latest “Ammuni- 
tion Souvenir Return’ issued 
at Headquarters Southern 
Command, Victoria Barracks 
in Melbourne. 

The report, which covers 
the months of February and 
March, shows that Army 
specialists travelled 1693 
miles in Southern Command 
(Victoria and the Southern 
Riverina) to collect 202 
pieces of live ammunition 
and 10 pieces of inert om- 
munition. 

In many cases, they!had 
to destroy war souvenirs... 
grenades and mortars usu- 
ally .. . which were brought 
back to Australia by service- 
men, 

Often, the fulf stery be- 
hind their discoveries is 
never revealed simply be- 
cause these souvenirs are 
thoughtlessly dumped at 
rubbish tips, wasteland or 
public parks. 

The report shows that on 
March 15, at Greenfield 
Park in Albury, a public 
recreation area, some chil- 
dren were found playing 
with 100 live detonators un- 
der a sports pavilion. 

The detonators had prob- 
ably been, jettisoned by 
someone who considered 
them too hot to handie. 

Fortunately, the president 
of an Army sports club, 
Captain Marty Tobin, was 
at Greenfield Park at the 
time. He immediately took 
charge of the detonators 
and arranged for their dis- 
posal. 

Major Peter Johnson, the 
officer in charge of this 
phase of the Army‘s activi- 
ties in Southern Command, 
was summoned hastily to 
the Melbourne suburb of 
Maidstone early in March 
to destroy o two-inch mortar, 
It had been dug up by PMG 
workmen and was packed 
with high explosive. 

Despite the State-wide 
“amnesties on ammunition 
souvenirs in recent years, 
this Army report shows that 
there is stil plenty of work 
for Major Johnson and his 
team. ~ 

The Army offers the 
following suggestions— 

DON’T dump any type 
of armament thoughtlessly 
or deliberately. 

DON’T touch or tamper 
with any suspicious object. 

DO ring the Army or the 
police for expert advice... 
the Army will collect wea- 
pons or ammunition souve- 
nirs under a “no questions 
asked” policy.

It is a very heart-warm- 
ing sight indeed to see a 
limbless girl encircled in an 
inflated inner tube, splashing 
her way across a swimming 
pool in order to pass her 
swimming test. The endur- 
ance of some of these girls 
puts many of us to shame, 


In the West Metropolitan 
Region, a unit of Extensien 
Ranger Guides has already 
opened. One unit is operat- 
ing in Sunshine and being run 
by Mrs. Harper in the Sun- 
shine Mentally Retarded 
School. Another unit is due 
to open in the Gellibrand 
Division. The age group is 
from 14 years to 25 years.

Stamp 
Collecting Is 
Educational 


Many people say that 
stamp collecting is an edu- 
cational hobby, but is there 
any actual proof of this ? The 
alswer is yes, says Mr. T. 
Congdon, Secretary of the 
Williamstown Philatelic So- 
ciety. 

He reports that an exhaus- 
tive study of hobbies in rela- 
tion to personalities, conduct- 
ed by Dr, Paul L. Boynton, 
an American specialist in 
child intelligence, covering 
258 schools in 31 States, and 
nearly 5,000 children between 
the ages of 9 and il, revealed 
that ‘“‘boys whose hobbies 
involved collecting had the 
highest 1.Q., whilst those with 
no hobby at all were often 
below average in intellig- 
ence.”” : 

A further breakdown show- 
ed that “among the collec- 
tors, ‘stamp hobbies were 
brighter and better adjusted 
than the boys who saved 
other things, such as match- 
box covers or cards. 

Mr. Congdon asks parents 
to encourage children with 
their hobbies, and if they are 
interested in stamps, to bring 
them along to a meeting of 
the Williamstown Philatelic 
Society. Junior members are 
especially welcome. It only 
costs a junior 25c for a year’s 
subscription and _ current 
junior members think its well 
worth the money, said Mr. 
Congdon. - 

He added, ‘Why, then, not 
come yourself? You might 
find that philately is not only 
for schoolboys. Consider 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, J. 
Edgar Hoover, Glenn Ford, 
Dag Hammarkjold (past U.N. 
Secretary) and Ellery Queen. 
All_were or are philatelists.

“This is just, the thin edge 
of the wedge,” he said. 


Cr, Clancy was speaking in 
support of a motion by Cr. J. 
M, Byron directing that the 
Minister for Fuel and Power 
be informed that the Council 
opposed plans to place an 
ethane pipeline under the 
bay, but supported a sugges- 
tion by the Port Phillip Con- 
servation Council that the gas 
be piped along an overland 
corridor around the city. 


“We're not just planning 
for today or tomorrow,” said 
Cr, Clancy, ‘‘We are plan- 
ning for pipeliries many years 
hence. We must have a plan 
instead of higgeldy-piggeldy 
development.” 


“Then you've done a back- 
flip if you want. organised 
development,” said Cr, D, J. 
McDonald. “I am a council- 
lor of Williamstown, and I’m 
only interested in what hap- 
pens to Williamstown, 


“The only place for a pipe- 
line to come into our city is 
quietly from the sea — we 
don't want the city torn up 
by them putting it in a cor- 
ridor. 


“Ask any plumber. If you 
want to find a leak in a pipe, 
put it in water.” 


Cr. H. B, Whittaker said 
he had been told an oil pipe- 
line would follow the gas 
pipe under the bay. 


“I hope this is the case,” 
he said, ‘The alternative is 
oil tankers tearing up our 
streets, An oil pipeline will 
eliminate 70 per cent. of the 
tankers berthing here."” 

The Mayor, Cr. R. Dawes, 
said he thought ‘the planned 
corridor would follow the 
S.E.C. easement, 

“T suggested that and the 
Mines Department expert said 
it. couldn't be done because 


of electrolysis from the 
§.E.C, cables,” said Cr, Whit- 
taker. .

Victorian councils are 
perturbed by the fact that 
the purchasing power of the 
municipal dollar is watered 
down by the foilure of the 
Federal and State Govern- 
ment to recognise local gov- 
ernment as a partner in gov- 
ernment, according to the 


Municipal Associstion of 
Victoria. 
Cr. William  Thwaites, 


president’ of the Municipal 
Association, has pointed out 
that ratepayers were entitled 
to know why their rates were 
“loaded” with unfair and 
unnecessary burdens. The 
first burden was the payroll 
tax demanded by the Fed- 
eral Government. Victorian 
councils were forced to pay 





year in payroll tax and they 
objected strongly to the 
Commonwealth abusing its 
power by imposing a revenue

Thwaites, arose from 
the fact that State subsidies
